REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1 - 4, 6 - 10 and 12 - 14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants have cancelled rejected claims 15-26. 

Claims 5 and 1 1 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims as indicated in office action dated July 7, 2010. 

Independent claim 1 has been amended to incorporate the objected subject matter of 
claim 5 as submitted on October 6, 2010. 

Independent claim 7 has been amended to incorporate the objected subject matter of 
claim 11 as submitted on October 6, 2010. 

Examiner believes that the record of the prosecution as a whole does make clear the 
reasons for allowing claims 1 - 4, 6 - 10 and 12 - 14. Please refer to record of prosecution.
